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Hillside development moratorium 
passes council; audience applauds

created by Sierra Madre artist . Paul Clauson and 
features a striking composition of a tree and 
mountains. 

Community participation in the Art Fair is one 
of its very special features. All of the organizing 
and adminstrative work is done by volunteers and 
profits go to support the Sierra Madre City Library.^ 
The Friends of the Library sponsor the fair and 
over the years they have contributed much to our 
library. They have provided funding for computers 
and software; they sponsor the Children’s Summer 
Reading Club, they provide dollars for extras like 
talking books, special evening programs at the 
library, and records and tapes. The support pro¬ 
vided by proceeds from the Art Fair go to making 
the Sierra Madre Library a special place with

larger budgets. So a visit to the Sierra Madre 
Art Fair not only provides our patrons with a 
huge selection of beautiful art and craft items but 
also spreads community goodwill throughout Sierra 
Madre the year around, by helping the library. 

This year the Art Fair will be held on May 21 
and 22, from 9:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. in Sierra Madre 
Memorial Park. Admission and parking are free. 


Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday evening 
followed Mayor Clem Bartolai’s lead and agreed 
on a hillside development moratorium for 45 days 
in a specified area above Carter Ave. with the 
exception of those developments for which building 
permits have been drawn. 

Jan Maddox received applause when she sug¬ 
gested assigning a citizens’ group to study a pro¬ 
posed ordinance. “How can you do it in 45 days? 
In the early ’60s 1 was chairman of a hillside com¬ 
mittee and we spent two years studying the rami¬ 
fications and problems.” Maddox and her hus¬ 
band have their home on six acres; however, they 
purchased 40 acres around their hillside home as 
insurance against development. 

Lawson Martin, who with his wife hopes to 
build “three or four homes” on the 100 acres of 
property they are purchasing of the Liliano tract, 
took exception to the hillside moratorium, con¬ 
tending that the moratorium is a result of mis¬ 
interpretations of their purchase. “We have no 
plans for building the 97 other acres,” he said. 

Mayor Bartolai said that what really prompted 
him to request a hillside development moratorium 
, th^/‘ptoblem on Sunrise Hill,” in which de¬ 


velopers wanted to build three homes in a hill¬ 
side area above Sierra Madre. They were turned 
down by the council. 

City Administrator Jim McRea explained that 
a 45-day moratorium could be reviewed then 
extended twice, not to exceed one year. 

Planning Commissioner Ross Tyree spoke from 
the audience, assuring the council that the com¬ 
mission could do the work and that a citizens’ 
group was unnecessary. “In a matter of a few 
weeks we will have modified and embellished the 
ordinance,” he said. 

The City Council Tuesday evening accepted the 
focused Environmental Impact Report and de¬ 
cided that the Tentative Tract Map #45810 of the 
Jameson project is consistent with the General 
Plan of the city, giving a tentative go ahead to the 
project. They also requested the architects, headed 
by Tim Good, to incorporate the open space into 
three adjoining lots, removing the park-like area. 
They would like him to work up a site plan, dis¬ 
cuss a possible five-year warranty for the preser¬ 
vation of trees on the property and asked the 
architectural firm to return in two weeks with

Hillsides scrutinized by commission

Residents of Sierra Madre showed their concern 
about hillside development as they packed the 
chambers of the City Planning Commission for its 
study session on the matter last Thursday evening. 

The commission, minus Commissioner Stanley 
Hutchinson who was out of town on business, 
heard summarizations of the hillside planning ordin¬ 
ances of several communities from City Administrator 
James McRea. The city ordinances selected for 
comparison included LaCanada-Flintridge, Mon¬ 
rovia, Claremont and Glendale. 

Overall, the commission agreed it liked Sierra 
Madre’s plan in general but felt that more should 


be added. 

Five foothill residents spoke to the commission 
on their concerns, cititng the potential probelms 
of flooding and earthquake damage as well as 
aesthetics. The speakers stressed their desire for 
appropriate development. They received applause 
from the audience. 

At the meeting’s conclusion Commission Chair¬ 
man John Watter indicated that any new ordin- 
artces are only in the preliminary stage and there 
would be more public forum on the issue in the 
future. 

The Planning Commission meets again on May 
19 at 7:30 p.m.

Council studies goals, implementation 
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“Goals” and “implementation” were the buzz 
words used repeatedly at the Sierra Madre City 
Council study session last Saturday from 7:30 a.m. 
to noon in city hall. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai initiated an idea that 
appealed to all councilmembers: assigning each 
councilmember to a specific project and have him 
or her “ride herd on these projects.” 

Mayor Bartolai wants an ad hoc group to get 
involved with the city’s parking problems. “It has 
to be a priority,”he stated. “Let’s approach the 
property owners and explore the possibility of 
property to be purchased and know the cost (of that 
property).” 

“We have to look at areas to generate funding 
now rather than spending. We also have to go along 
on the tree preservation ordinance and hillside 
development ordinance.” 

Survey by League 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow would like the 
League of Women Voters to work with City Admin¬ 
istrator Jim McRea in doing a survey within Sierra 
Madre concerning “how much R-2 and R-3 property 
is built on R-l lots.” We need a density study. How 
many people live in Sierra Madre? Are we kxrking at 
a future of I5.0(X) or 20.0(K) people?” 

He continued, “We need to keep alter the Sail 
Gabriel Valley Water District to come up with a 
viable alternative fur emergency water supply 
and better faciltites to wheel potable rather than

Councilman George Maurer stated, “We 
need to look at the possibility of increasing parking 
on the north side (of Sierra Madre Blvd.). . . under¬ 
ground or whatever . . .Just because you put in a 
parking structure doesn’t mean you’re putting in 
an ugly structure. Maybe we could change some 
of the streets to one-way traffic.” 

He continued, “We are failing to communicate 
with our seniors. Maybe we need a newsletter sent to 
the seniors.” 

Mayor Bartolai said, “Let’s agendize the results 
of the results of density to be done bv the League 
(of Women Voters) and bring them into compliance, 
let’s chosise a City Council meeting or study 
session.” 

Crow said, “Why don’t we pick January (for 
decision making) so we can tuck the study into our 
decision.” 

McRea, city adminsiraior, said, “l.ei’s entitle

We need to let the com¬ 
munity know we’re going to catch up with the 
abuses.” 

She said, “I am also concerned how best to 
approach privately owned properties owned by tax 
exempt entities . . . They are users but not givers. 
If we’re looking at the service business restrictions, 
why not look with the same scrutiny at nonprofit 
agencies?”

A recent survey of census statistics 
revealed that an estimated 31.5 million 
non-institutionallzed Americans are func¬ 
tionally limited in some way by a chronic 
medical condition. 7.9 million are con¬ 
sidered severely disabled, that is, unable to 
carry on some major life activity. As can 
be expected, disability generally increases 
with age. Of those aged 65 or older. 46 
percent have a chronic, activity limiting 
disability. These startling facts point 
dramatically to the need for providing 
special guidelines for disabled and elderly 
persons. 

Many people with disabilities live 
alone or with family or friends, are 
employed, go to school, and participate 
In all activities. Their lives are the same, 
or very similar to, the able-bodied popula¬ 
tion. However, persons with any type of 
impairment will need to take some extra 
precautions for their own safety and sur¬ 
vival in the event of a disaster. From the 
following broad suggestions you may wish 
to choose those that apply to you and add 
others tailored to your individual needs. 

Before a Disaster Strikes 

• Assess your own special needs, limi¬ 
tations and capabilities realistically and 
write them down. Make several self-assess¬ 
ment lists; keep one on your person or 
readily available. This will be helpful to 
anyone assisting you. Be sure to include 
your requirements for medications and/or 
special equipment. 

• Ask someone to be your “Buddy” to 
help you in case of an emergency. This 
may be someone who lives with you, a 
neighbor, a friend or co-worker. Give this 
person a copy of your self assessment 
list and other pertinent information. Update 
the information when conditions change! 
You may wish to give your “Buddy” an 
extra key to your home, or tell him where 
you keep one available. 

e Identify exits, hallways, doorways 
and possible alternate escape routes. Note 
these on your self-assessment list and 
sample floor plan. You want to avoid 
narrow exits, patios, atriums or other en¬ 
closed areas where you may become trap¬ 
ped and escape notice by rescue per¬ 
sonnel. Carefully note (and correct if 
possible) any obstructions that might im¬ 
pede your safe exit from areas in which 
you spend your time (home, school, work, 
recreationg, etc.). 

• Carry a small flashlight and whistle 
with you to help signal your whereabouts, 
a Keep your special medications, with 
duplicate prescriptions, close by and in a 
safe place where they can be easily 
reached. These should be ready to be 
taken with you in case of evacuation. 
If required, keep extra bladder bags, 
catheters and sanitary aids near your 
medication. A cloth string bag, into which 
you can scoop the^e items quickly, is 
helpful. 

• Keep near you at all times any auxiliary 
devices you need to aid in mobility, for 
example, a walker, crutches, cane, etc. 
if practical, keep extra mobile aids in 
different locations (work, school, etc.) 

• Have an auxiliary powered generator 
at home, as a backup, if you are depen¬ 
dent on electricity for breathing machines, 
suction machines, etc. 

• Have extra batteries if you use an elec¬ 
tric wheelchair. 

• Have extra hearing aid batteries avail¬ 
able. 

• Have a notebook and pencils available 
in several locations if you have difficulty 
communicating. Written messages will be 
invaluable to anyone assisting you. 

e Do not forget pet food, harness and 
equipment if you have a seeing eye or 
hearing dog. 

During and After an Earthquake 

e If you are able, get under a table or into 
a doorway. If you are in a wheelchair, lock 
the wheels of the chair once you are in a 
safe and protected position, 
e If unable to move safely and quickly, 
stay where you are (even in bed) and cover 
your head and body with your arms, pillows, 
blankets, books, etc. to protect yourself 
from falling objects. 

e Call tor help if you need it! Use your 
whistle or flashlight to signal others. Bring 
attention to yourself in any way possible. 
Don’t give up! 

e N you are hearing impaired and electricity 
is functioning after the quake, turn on the 
TV; there will be captiorred instructions 
to watch. 

e Do whatever you can to help yourself 
until outside assistartce arrives. Try to pre¬ 
pare yourself lor possible evacuation by 
gathering your special things together. 
A small lightweight drawstrirrg bag Is 
hartdy and easy to carry.

The board discussed 
purchasing a van 
outright or leasing. 
Most cities lease a van 
on a three-year term. 
Purchasing would require 
approval of L ACT AC 
(Los Angeles County 
Transportation Commis¬ 
sion). 

McRca told the board,' 
headed by Robert 
Hanson, that two 

vehicles would be 
necessary, one for use 
and one for backup. 
“The cost is approxi¬ 
mately $1(X),0()0 a year 
for two vehicles which 
includes that one for 
backup . . . Perhaps 
a vehicle could make a 
run in the morning to 
Arcadia medical 


facilities and could 
be used in the afternoons 
for the recreation depart¬ 
ment to transport young¬ 
sters to various activities.” 

The group will explore 
both renting and buying 
a van. 

In other action, Rex 
Smith reported that 12 
clients now use the Meals 
on Wheels service. 
Howie’s Ranch Market 
was paid $1134.25 for 
349 meals last month. 

Funding is available, 
via Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grants, for 
repairing six more 
senior residences. Ten 
have already been chosen 
and repaired.

Good seemed surprised that the community 
responded adversely to the open space, assuming 
that the city would rather have that park-like area. 
He was also surprised that neighbors responded 
negatively to the 28-ft.-wide street proposed. 

Trees were the greatest concern and Good 
agreed to move as few trees as possible — about 
10 peicent of the trees will be relocated. Of those, 
he said, perhaps they could expect a 10 percent 
loss margin. 

Fire Marshal Bill Kramer pinned his blessings 
to the project which would subdivide the area into 
17 lots to build 14 new housing units in the area 
west of Grove, bounded on the north and south 
by Grandview and Highland, respectively. “It’s a 
quality project. I’d like to see it go ahead,’’ he 
announced. 

Ordinance No. 1038 was introduced for second 
reading by title only.

Newsom. The Newsoms 
gained fame through¬ 
out California for their 
buildings of the period, 
with the Carson Mansion 
in Eureka, Ca. their most 
famous. The Pinney 
House and the San 
Dimas Mansion (now 
a restaurant) are their 
only remaining hotels. 
The Newsoms also 
established the first 
architectural firm in 
Los Angeles. 

The Pinney House’s 
oriel tower helps to 
classify it as Queen 
Anne style of architec¬ 
ture. Jack McCaskill, 
Historical Society 
member, has a photo of 
the hotel taken a few 
years later and by then 
the paint was a lighter 
color and the oriel tower 
roof shingles were in 
a zigzag design.
